I'inil very recently most amateurs 


began their experiences in printing by 
the use of a printing out paper, but at 
prest-nt bromide and gaslight papers 
have reached such a high degree of 
perfection and are so entirely Inde- 
pendent of time and weather that they 
are being extensively used for amateur 
purijases. One of the principal causes 
for this change is the fact that bromide 
papers can l>e printed and devt-lc.pt d 
in the cvc-nSng. a decided advantage for 
the busy amateur. But the argument 
so frequently j;ilvanee-d that bromide1 
printing is simpler ibaji otlier processes 
for the- beginner is open to reasonable 
doubt, says a writer in the Brooklyn 
Eagle. It probably requires as much 
skill to develop a bromide print as it 
does to tone a silver print, assuming 
that the bc-st possible results are ob- 
tained by both processes. In other 
words, there are as many factors 
which require attention in the devel- 
oper as there are in the toning bath. 


In bromide printing the length of ex- 


posure depends upon the strength of 
the light, the distance of the printing 
frame from the light, the concentra- 
tion of the developer and the density 
of the negative. This last quality is a 
difficult one to accurately judge, as the* 
color of the Image has such a marked 
influence upon the exposure. The ex- 
perienced photographer makes a high 
percentage of correct exposures, but 
the beginner generally wastes a large- 
percentage of his paper owing to over 
or under exposure. With the printing

the negative, as a priut from a thin 
negative tones out more than a print j 
from a. dense negative. Any one can 
obtain prints of a certain sort, but to j 
insure good results in all cases re- 
quires experience in judging variable 
qualities. 


In view of these conditions there arc 


strong reasons for placing the platinum 
ahead of both bromide and silver pa- 
pers as regards simplicity. In fact, 
platinum is one of the simplest print- 
ing papers known—the blue print ex- 
cepted. of course—and one which Is 
productive of the highest artistic re- 
sults. To be sure, platinum paper must 
be kept dry, but that does not require 
a very high degree of skill. Outside 
of keeping the paper dry, platinum 
printing is no more difficult than silver 
printing and is a great deal quicker. 


The development is performed very 


rapidly and In a fairly strong light- 
that is, weak daylight. Slight changes 
in tlie composition of the developer or 
its temperature do not change the 
results to any appreciable extent, as 
would bo the case with a. toning bath 
or a developer for bromide paper. Tho 
fixing of platinum prints is simplicity 
itseif. The prints are put through three 
acid baths, which are alike and com- 
posed of a little hydrochloric acid and 
water.

Brief Analysis of Nerve- Action In 


tlie Unman Body. 


A sharp definition must be drawn be- 


tween irritation and pain, says the San 
Francisco Examiner. 
Irritation is not 


pain, but only a frequent cause of it. 
Thus n. crumb lodged in the larynx near 
the vocal cords produces violent irrita- 
tion and prolonged coughing, which 
often results in actual pain. So, too, a 
fly or speck of dust in the eye sets up 
violent irritation and inflammation, fol- 
lowed by acute pain. Of the surface of 
the body the finger tips and the end of 
the tongue are most sensitive. For in- 
stance, a burn on the fingers is much 
more painful than one on the back 
would be, while one on the tongue 
would be more painful still. 


Deep wounds are not painful, as a 


ruVe, save as regards the surface in- 
jury. Of pains not caused by external 
Injuries neuralgia of the fifth nerve, 
the one which, supplies the skin of the 
head and face, is the most intense. It 
has frequently driven people mad for 
the time being, and sufferers have been 
known to cut and even burn the flesh 
In desperate attempts to relieve it. Tho 
rupture of the branches of the dental 
nerve in tooth drawing also causes 
agony so intense that it has been stated 
that no human being could endure it 
for more than two seconds at a time.

It may be said that we demand in 
choice stockers and feeders, first, the 
ability to tinisb as choice or prime 
steers, and. second, the ability to make 
economical gains iu flesh and fat, and 
\ve look for indications of these tenden- 
cies in the for\4. quality aud constitu- 
tion. The general form should be low 
set; deep, bruad aud compact rather 
than Ligli up, gaunt, narrow and lo-jse- 
ly made. Stockers and feeders ^iiould 
be low set or on short legs, because 
animals of this conformation 
are 


almost - invariably good feeders and 
capable of early 
maturity. 
They 


should be deep, broad and compact be- 
aiuse this conformation indicates good 
constitution, capacity for growth and 
for producing ultimately a relatively 
high percentage of the most valuable 
cots. Select feeders with broad, flat 
backs and long, level rumps. 
They 


should possess straight top and under- 
lines which should be nearly parallel: 
should be low at the flanks, thus form- 
Ing good depth, for the barrel of stocli- 
ers and feeders as well as dairy cows 
should be roomy. An animal which la 
too paunchy, however, is objectionable 
to the butcher. The matter of low 
flanks should be emphasized, as it is 
an almost unfailing sign of good consti- j 
tution and good feeding quality. It | 
should be borne in mind that the • 
stocker and feeder, thin in flesh and 
largely destitute of external or surface 
fat, 
affords the best possible opportu- 


nity of determining the covering of 
natural flesh characteristic of the aai- 
inal. 


Smooth Ontlloe and Mild 
Eye. 


Secure as much smoothness of out- 


line as is consistent with low flesh, be- 
ing especially careful to avoid too great 
prominence in hips, tail head and shoul- 
ders. 
Avoid rough, open shoulders, 


sway backs and large, coarse heads 
with small eyes set in the side of the 
head. Short, broad heads and short, 
thick necks indicate strong tendencies 
toward beefmaking. 
A large, promi- 


nent and mild eye is to be desired. The 
mild eye denotes that the animal has a 
quiet disposition, which all feeders 
know is so desirable in a steer intended 
for the feed lot. The distance between 
eye and horn should be short, and the 
horn should be flat and/>f medium fine- 
ness rather than round and coarse. 
The lower jaw should be heavily coat- 
ed with muscle. The muzzle, lips and 
mouth should be large, but not coarse. 


Good General Quality. 


It is well to distinguish between 


what might be called general quality 
and handling quality. 
By general 


quality is meant general refinement of 
external conformation as seen in the 
head, horn, bone, compactness and 
smoothness of outline. 
General qual- 


ity is affected by nothing so much as 
by breeding. 
Good quality is seldom 


found In a plainly bred steer, but is 
generally characteristic of a well bred 
animal. 
While it is a characteristic 


that involves many points and is diffi- 
cult to describe, it is this characteristic 
more than any other that we depend 
upon as indicating that the animal has 
within it the possibility of making a 
prime steer. 


Desirable Handling Quality. 


Good handling quality indicates that 


the possessor is a good feeder. 
It 


shows that the animal is in good health 
or thrift and capable of beginning to 
gain as soon as an abundance of food 
Is supplied. We speak of cattle as pos- 
sessing good handling quality when the 
skin is mellow and loose, 
A thick, 


mossy coat of hair of medium fineness 
and a moderately thick skin are de?ir- 
nble.—II. W. Mumford, Illinois Experi- 
ment Station.

her untrodden fi«Ul, the first thing she 
would be almost dead sure to do would 
be to lose all the money she had aud 
still be ignorant of her trade. The right 
thing in such a case would be first to 
attend a school of practical gardening, 
even spending all her money in getting 
the necessary knowledge. At the end 
she would at least know how and be 
ready to go to work. 


Here again, though, there is difficulty, 


for the United States is almost desti 
tute of schools of horticulture. 
At 


some of the state universities ana agri- 
cultural colleges are gardening courses 
for both sexes, and these are better 
than any other kind. At the same time 
it is beyond doubt that if a school of 
horticulture for women were started in 
every state in the Union it would pros- 
per from the beginning. 


Enterprising and up to date farm 


women who know the practical part 
of gardening might everywhere earn a 
good sum annually by taking a few 
boarding pupils Into their homes and 
Instructing them In this sure way of 
earning a good living. 


One gardening school for women has 


been established at Groton, Mass. It 
Is called the School of Horticulture arid 
Landscape Gardening For Women 'and 
was founded and is conducted by n 
woman, Mrs. Edward Gilchrist Low. 
The sent of the enterprise is an old 
farm with a good orchard on it Green- 
houses have been built around the home 
structure. 
The successful gardener 


near a good market now gets profit all 
the year round. The laisiug of rad- 
ishes, lettuce and cucumbers in green- 
houses is pleasant work and as easy as 
ilower culture. There Is n woman near 
Roston who has a handsome Income 
from the culture of winter cucumbers.

ALFALFA ROOTS. 


WoBdcrfal Grcwth *»d Ability t* 


Seek Water Dt-ep Iu the Uj-ouud. 
That alfalfa Is a deep rooting plant 


Is well known. Au Onoudaga coun- 
ty (X. Y.) correspondent of Orange 
Judd Farmer says: Hamlet 'Worker, 
one of the leading dairy farmers of 
this county, brought me the most per- 
fectly exhumed root I ever saw. The 
upper portion had been destroyed l>y a 
cavein of the soil. The luisi-Iug i*»r- 
tion was carefully estimated at 2\± feet 
long. The preserved portion measures 
13 feet 10 inches. This plant was from 
a field sown hi April, 11)01. The soil 
is a mixture of clay and sand on a 
high knoll. At a depth of thirty inches 
is a layer of very hard conglomerate 
or cemented graveL 
Below that is 


coarse, sharp sand. The discover}- of 
this sand led to the opening of a bed 
and the destruction of the hili. Gradu- 
ally the excavation had undermined 
the meadow, nnd the thick, fibrous 
roots of the alfalfa plants have formed 
very pretty draperies for the cave. 
Mr. Worker at considerable trouble un- 
dertook to save the system of a finely 
developed plant and succeeded per- 
fectl y. 


Tracing: the L«BK Taproot. 


After clearing the sand from the 


great mass of fibrous roots at the low- 
est extremity, he followed the taproot 
•traight up to the stratum of conglom- 
erate, which had to be broken up with 
a sledge hammer. Through this ada- 
mantine crust the root liad managed to 
penetrate in a zigzag course for six 
inches until the sand was reached. Ex- 
cept for the crinkling of the root in this 
part it is not otherwise deformed by 
this rocky soil. Having once found its 
way through, it continued to expand 
and make room for itself. The diame- 
ter is quite uniform from the surface 
of the ground to a point about eleven 
feet in the earth and is the size of an 
ordinary lead pencil. At that point the 
bushing habit begins, and the remain- 
ing five feet is tnost accurately de- 
scribed as a long and heavy horse tail. 
Of course the feeding roots must at 
one time have been developed near the 
surface, and there is evidence all along 
this taproot of the former existence 
of rootlets which have been absorbed 
or sloughed off. 


PIG PORK. 


Hviky Little Weanling* Hastened 


Along- For Quick Sale. 


The day of the four-year-old steer i3 


past No up to date stockman thinks 
in these days of rapid growth of feed- 
Ing a steer after he has passed his thir- 
tieth month. In the f-ame way the big 
hog of 300 to 500 pounds weight has 
also disappeared. 
A young animal 


makes its most rapid growth during 
the first days of its existence. 
The 


rate of growth decreases gradually 
with age. 
The secret of success in 


swine raising, then, is to soil the ani- 
mal as soon as it ceases to convert 
feed into flesh with profit. This means, 
of course, a qui.—. maturing type, aud 
the restilt is "pig pork." The pig has 
been forced by u sort of hothouye proc- 
ess to make at 200 pounds a close imi- 
tation of a fully matured hog. just as 
baby beef has by special development 
and selection been made to take the 
place of the ripened steer. 
Keep no 


pigs during the winter months except 
for breeding purposes. Sows should 
farrow in March or April, and with 
their litters well protected against in- 
clement weather they will got a good 
start, so that the husky little wean- 
lings will go on summer pastures in 
fine order. 
What Scndu ft Little Pig- to Market. 


Good pastures should be the piece tie 


resistance of young porkers' diet, with 
middlings and skimmilk on the side, 
garnished with charcoal, and don't for- 
get that a pig takes water like a duck. 
A most successful pig feeder In St. 
Louis county has a clean pond where 
pigs may swim nnd cool themselves, 
but they are always clean. Finish off 
Mr. Porker with a little corn and put 
the money he brings in your Christ- 
mas stocking. 
Then you will know 


what Mother Goose meant when she 
handed down the classic line, "This lit- 
tle pig went to market." Most farmers 
will want to raise two litters a year, 
but if cost of production Is carefully 
followed up the spring farrows will 
undoubtedly pay best if they are kept 
growing.-—Rural World. 


Budded Pcnch Trees. 


Little peach trees thnt were budded 


this year and are now in good condi- 
tion may be taken up about November 
and safely kept over winter in a, cool, 
damp cellar, but their roots must not 
be allowed to get dry or they will be 
damaged. They should Imve their roots 
covered with earth the same as if they 
were heeled In out of doors, and this 
must be moistened from time to time, 
unless tiie cellar Is very damp, which 
Is not likely to be the case. They can 
be set In nursery rows next year or 
Into the orchard next spring.—Cor. Ru- 
ral New Yorker.

And when at last the street is fully oc- 
cupied for business purposes it is alto 
geUier too narrow. The roadway and 
sidewalks are crumped, aud often a 
widening has to take place at the pub-' 
lie expense. If built up closely to the 
line with dwellings, the street is likely 
to laclc air and sunshine, and the tend 
eucy is toward squalid conditions. 


An excellent remedy for thei,e evili 


is offered in the Massachusetts IUM 
that empowered municipalities to es 
tablish building lines at any desirei 
distance back from the street line 
When such a line is established, m 
buildings can be erected on t!:e inter 
vening space. The municipality ac- 
quires an easement in this strip o. 
land, which can still be used by tho 
owner for anything but building pur- 
poses, and on the establishment of 
such a line owners may claim dam 
ages, as in case of takings for a stree\ 
widening. 
It is, however, commonly 


more of n benefit than a damage to 
have property thus restricted, for it 
assures a more permanently desirable 
character to the street and In case a 
street widening should ever be called 
for no obstacles will stand In the way. 
By taking the restricted strips there 
will be ample room for the wider road 
way and sidewalks. 


Ideals for attractive street planning 


are to be found in many parts of the 
United States. There is nothing moie 
charming as a rural street than that 
of a New England village nt its best- 
lofty aisles of leafage, the trees with 
feet in a carpet of turf at the sidewalk 
border; the houses quiet and unob- 
trusive, standing well back and mark- 
ed with the true home character, 
whether they are humble cottages or 
abodes of the rich. 
The noble&t de- 


velopment of such rural streets Is to 
be found in the old towns of the Con- 
necticut valley and in western Massa- 
chusetts. There the main highways 
have 
an 
extraordinarily 
generous 


width, often giving room for quadruple 
rows of old elms and broad spaces of 
turf, the roadway requiring only a nar- 
row space in the total width of the 
thoroughfare.

They Attract Horaeseekcrs and Grow 


Very Rapidly.

Ilome- 
seekers will go to a clean town ju.st 
as one will go to a clean store to buy 
his goods. 


Of course the schools should be kept 


cUan ns an example to the young, and 
to prevent the lodgment and propngn 
tiwi of disease of any kind the streets 
and alleys ought to receive more care 
ful attention. The latter especially are 
tno often made the receptacles of all 
kinds of filth that in summer spreads 
infection broadcast. In cold weather 
the nuisance Is almost as dangerous. 


'there must of necessity be a deal of 


mud and slush this winter on all our 
sidewalks, but if each householder will 
exercise a little care in keeping the 
walk in front of his house properly 
elettned the exceedingly unpleasant ef- 
fects of it may be to n large extent 
overcome. 
If attention is given this 


matter, a necessary walk about town 
would be a pleasure instead of a re- 
gret, and sociability would be pro- 
moted. Nothing gives more agreeable 
first impressions of a city or town than 
the cleanliness of its streets, stores and 
public places, and it may draw to us 
many Inhabitants and large invest- 
ments. 


Protection of Street Trpeii. 


If a tree has been well scraped of the 


cocoons that contain the eggs. It may 
be protected from the caterpillars thnt 
are allowed to develop on neighboring 
trees by a band of tar or other viscid 
substance painted around the trunk 
and renewed from time to time so that 
It will not get dry. There is no perfect 
protection, however, since caterpillars 
suspend themselves by silk libers of 
their own spinning and are wafted 
when thus suspended from an Infected 
to a nonlnfccted tree. An occasional 
spraying of the tree's leaves with a so 
lutlon of poris green or loudou purple 
will poison the caterpillars without 
hurting the trees. All these precau 
tlons, If persevered In, would sooii end 
the caterpillar pest

Until last 
June the club hud confined Itself to lit- 
erary matters and occasional luncheons 
and lectures, but the unken.pt condi- 
tion of certain neighboring streets led 
its members to consider means for bet- 
tering conditions. Tbe day the public- 
schools closed the society was officially 
organized, aud the members left the 
first meeting in carriages for flying 
trips to the schools in order to get hear- 
ings with tbe children before they 
should b* scattered for the summer. 


Eight awards were offered—first, sec- 


ond and third prizes of $5, $3 and $2 re- 
spectively, for the greatest improve- 
ment in the back yards and the same 
for front yards to the middle of the 
street; $3 for the best window box in a 
home where there was no ground to 
cultivate and $5 for the largest number 
of contributing members added to the 
club. The children were to do all the 
work of the yards. About fifty chil- 
dren entered the lists. 
Visits were 


made by members of the club about 
July 1 to the houses of all the enrolled 
competitors aud conditions were care- 
fully noted. Suggestions for laying out 
and planting the gardens were also 
made. Kounds were again made be- 
fore the opening of school to note tho 
change. 


A condition of the test was that the 


competitors must not only keep their 
gardens free from weeds and disorder 
and their plants in healthy condition, 
but they must also pick up paper, old 
cans and all rubbish wherever they saw 
It scattered in the streets. To insure 
BUCCWW ia the last undertaking an ap- 
peal was sent to the authorities for 
rubbish cans to be placed at school- 
Louses and at the junction of certain 
street*. The appeal was heeded prompt- 
ly, and the receptacles are now dotted 
through Bay Ridge. 


The most thickly populated blocks of 


Bay Bidge are made up of two family 
bouses, and It was for the benefit of 
(children, occupying the second iloora of 
§uch buildings that the prize for window 
Lores was offered. This effort has met 
[with less enthusiasm. Landlords ob- 
JJect to the placing of window boxes In 
tenement house windows, as they dls- 
Jlgure the silla. The neighbors on lower 
floors, too, are likely to remonstrate 
against the dripping of water over 
their windows from upper floors. Then 
if the bouses have blindb the boxes 
furnish an obstacle. It is probable that 
hereafter prizes will be offered for 
thrifty house plants. 


So far about $20 in ten cent annual 


fees has been brought In by the young- 
sters, meaning an added membprhhip 
to the league of about 200. The chil- 
dren themselves constitute the associ- 
ate members of the league and the 
grown ups, who pay the 10 ci/nts year- 
ly, the contributing members. Each 
child, wears a button bearing u device 
in the form of a tree aud the legend, 
"Improvement League."

A good dust 
box is of untold value in keeping down 
lice.

*OUP AND ITS TREATMENT 


K Chickens "\Vltliont AValer. 


This subject -was discussed in Amer- 


ican journals a few years ago, but The 
real facts of the case seldom are pre- 
sented in a convincing manner. Xo 
practical chi 'ken fancier doubts for a 
moment the necessity of supplying wa- 
ter or liquid food, to fowls, especially in 
warm weathor. As lar as we can learn 
(he adiocates of "no water" feed their 
chickens and. fowls soft food which 
contains a fair percentage of moisture. 
Consequently their claim that water is 
rot a necessity must be discounted to 
a great extort. The modern system of 
fretting chicions is based on a dry mix- 
ture of the various grains, and such a 
diet demands the addition of liquid 
food. We have never seen any ill ef- 
fects of allowing even j oting chickens 
to partake of water or milk, provided 
the latter was pure and not offered in 
uuliinitert quantities. How a chicken 
fancier can ever delude himself that 
pure water is not relished by a chicken, 
young or old, is a mystery to us. Let 
such a mortal get up on a dry, warm 
July morning and watch the robing 
and other birds suck in the grateful 
moisture on growing vegetation and 
also wateli how eagerly tlie flock of 
chickens awaits the con.ing of the wa- 
tering pot. It lakes but a few drops of 
Mater to satisfy tlu> most skeptical per- 
son that the instinct of the feathered 
animal demands water. It may be true 
that some men can get along without 
water, but chickens—never—American 
Fancier.

!;i tho throats of children 
from diphtheria. The-jt patches are 
adhiTt-nt to the parus upon which they 
rest a^d when stripped off cause- a 
raw, bleeding surface-. In a few d»ys 
they become jvllow, inuch thickened, 
and interfore with the breathing and 
prvhcLsiun of food. Iu <*o!ise c::sc-s iLe 
eye i-> affecitd. Th« eyt-Hus beconse 
ghietl together, and the luateria! c-ol- 
U-cis upon the front of the eyeball, 
causini; great bulging and final de- 
struction of the eye. A peculiar nause- 
ating- odor accompanies the disease, 
due to ihe decomposition of the pent 
up secretions. Emaciation is' rapid 
from the absorption of poisons formed 
by the disease process and from the 
inability *o eat- In some outbreaks the 
disease attacks the intestines, result- 
ing in bloody discharges and great 
loss. It lasts from a few days to a few 
weeks, according to its being acute or 
chronic in character. Some claim that 
roup is the same as diphtheria in man. 
If they are the same disease, why can 
we not find the germ of diphtheria in 
roupy chickens as certainly as we can 
iu a case of true diphtheria in manV 
Moreover, way can we not apply the 
diphtheria antitoxin treatment to fowls 
with the same expectation of favora- 
ble result as is now obtained by its use 
in human diphtheria? 


I am unaware that any one has yet 


satisfactorily demonstrated that the 
initial lesions of roup are due to a 
germ. 
Undoubtedly the putrefactive 


germs which are found in the sores 
have much to do with the progress of 
the disease. Roup is often confounded 
with other affections, the most common 
ones being ordinary colds and. infec- 
tious catarrh. In any disease of this 
nature which has lasted three or four 
days and in which the formation ot 
yellow patches upon the tongue, roof 
or back ^art of the mouth has occurred 
treat for roup. If the fowl is not worth 
treatment, destroy it and burn the car- 
cass. 


The indications for treatment art 


isolation of the affected ones, a com- 
plete renovation of the henhouse by 
scraping the floors, burning old nests, a 
liberal coat of whitewash to all wood- 
work and coating the floors with a lay- 
er of lime. This is to be followed by 
medicinal treatment of the affected 
ones. This should in part consist of 
the use of antiseptic washes for the 
'ostrils, month arid throat. Any of the 
following washes may be used: A 2 per 
cent solution of creolin applied to the 
parts with a brush: equal parts of kero- 
sene and olive oil or cottonseed oil; 
horic acid, fifteen grains to the ounce of 
water. 
In applying any one of. these 


solutions first remove those portions of 
the patches which can be detached 
without causing blood to flow. It is 
considered good practice to also dust 
the cleansed surfaces with, flowers of 
sulphur. 


The following wash is recommended 


by Salmon: Dissolve thirty-five grains 
of chlorate of potassium and two 
grains of salicylic acid in one ounce of 
water and add one ounce of glycerin. 
Apply this liquid to the spots two or 
three times a day, and give n teaspoon 
ful of the mixture internally to each 
fowl. Great relief is afforded the fowls 
by fumigation. 
Flace the fowls in a 


tight building and pour oil of tar on a 
hot brick, piece of iron or a shovel. Do 
this twice daily. 


The tumors which form on the head 


should be opened with a sharp' knife 
and their contents washed out. 
The 


bleeding which frequently occurs can 
be checked, by filling the cavity with 
raw cotton saturated, with chloride of 
Iron. Zurn recommends internally and 
externally a mixture of 150 grams 
of a decoction of walnut leaves (fifteen 
grams to a quart of water) with twenty 
grams of glycerin, five grams of cblo- 
'•ate of potassium and one-half grain of 
salicylic acid iu fifteen grams of recti- 
iied spirit. Of this give once or twice 
daily a tablespoonful to large fowls, 
lie also paints the parts with the solu- 
tion twice a day. 


In addition to using any of the above 


treatments tlie birds should be given 
ooft food, and iu cases where they can- 
not eat tlie food should be given by 
hand. 
They should also be given a 


stimulating tonic, the following being 
recommended: 
Cayenne pepper, suJ- 


phate of quinine, sulphate of iron, of 
eacli one dram. Mix and add a little 
honey or sirup as an oxcipicnt and di- 
vide tho mass into sixty pills. 
Give 


each fowl one pill three times a day. 
Convalescent fowls should not be re- 
turned to the healthy flock for at least 
a month after recovery.

Just along the same 
line comes the thought of inclosures. 
Ail other farm animals have to be 
fenced in to keep them home or in tlie 
right place at home, whsje tne poultry 
roam over the whole farm. 


Another great thing in favor of poul- 


try raising is the comparative ease 
with which it can be done. Think a 
minute of the drudgery necessary 2n 
malcing a pound of butter for sale, und 
then compare that with the labor re- 
quired in marketing a dozen eggs 
which would give the same return. 
To be sure, there is a time in the year 
when the closest attention is seeded to 
mjrke a success of raising poultry of 
any kind, but when that time Is over 
the marketing of poultry or gathering 
in the eggs is very easily done and re- 
quires no great amount of time. 


There must be some way of stopping 


the little leaks in the family pocket- 
book if farming is to be made success • 
ful, and poultry and eggs to take to 
town are just the right thing to stop 
that leak. If the egg and chicken mon- 
ey pays all the living expenses, morey 
from the sale of other products cas be 
used to great advantage somewhere 
else. Poultry brings in returns all the 
time, every week in the year, just as 
the family need it. Many cases might 
be cited where farmers' wives have 
paid all tl«> V *•:•%!; expenses of large 
families simply by the poultry sales. 


One of the greatest reasous why 


poultry raising is profittible on the 
farm is because the eggs and chickens 
help the farmer's wife in preparing the 
meals. 
Nothing we can raise cu tne 


farm is more valuable as food than 
eggs. Nothing contributes more to tlie 
farmer's good appetite than good fried 
chicken in hot weather when other 
fresh meat cannot be obtained.— -Ex- 
tract From an Address of Mrs. A. J.

The manufacturer or mei-chant is able 


to produce or buy enough to meet the 
demand and can turn his'goods many* 
limes in a season. The fancier often? 
buys to meet his deaaands, but the mar- 
ket poultryman cauUOt geiterally do soj 
ut a profit. While thl» condition limits 
possible profits, it is> "the *ie thing 
which makes poultry prflnluctioB n sta- 
ble occupation for all time and Which' 
prevents the supply ever long oven«n- 
ning the demand. To old and yotfag 
alike we offer the time worn advi«j 
which is so seldom followed, that only; 
a few birds be kept at first and to go 
ahead slowly. Learn all you can at the 
expense of others, but do most of your 
own thinking. Because some one has 
succeeded with certain methods H 
doesn't follow every one can or will u<* 
the same. To win certain success one 
must adapt every effort to the require- 
ments of the breed, the location of the 
plant, the needs of the market to be 
supplied, and keep pegging away.—

Ponltry and Farmlngr. 


A combination of poultry with scien- 


tific farming will briug results surpris- 
ingly satisfactory to those who have 
been plodding along, tilling the soil and 
carting the products to market at the 
season's end. 


Poultry fills in a vacant spot in the 


farmer's life when time cannot be oth- 
erwise profitably employed. The time 
given to the care of a few hundred 
chicks is so small one rarely notices 
it, and the cost compared, with the re- 
turns is so very small that none should 
hesitate to give it 
The little chicks 


ar<* cared for by the women folks, and 
before we realize that spring has gone 
the chicks have grown to maturity ami 
are ready to begin returning a profit 
to offset the cost of raising. 


The food which they have consumed 


can be counted as nothing, since it has 
all been raised on the farm and would 
have perhaps gone to waste were it 
not for the fowls which gather it up. 


The hogs, the cattle, the horses, all 


waste and. scatter corn and oats, and 
the patient hen gathers all up and is 
ever content to go her way. 


The good hen will lay from twelve to 


fifteen dozeu eggs a 3*ear, all of which 
are worth, whether oil our table or in 
the market, fully 15 cents a dozen. 
Now let any farmer figure on this, with 
nothing to dec?i<0t as cost, and say it is 
not business policy to have a flock of 
hens along with his other farm prod- 
ucts. Let him stop to think of what 
his table would cost were it not for the 
chickens and eggs, ever ready to be 
served, and he will certainly gladly 
give a little time to this one branch of 
the 
farmer's 
products. — Farmers'

Breeders do not keep over more than 
about enough to complete their breed- 
ing pens and will dispose of their sur-.

they will cost, less proportionately, and I 
with good bousing and care they should' 
lay n good many egga, n large number 
of which may bo used for btflchlng, and 
In this way the owner wlU bo able to 
make a good beginning froui Ms new 
stock during the following year.—Poul- 
try Monthly.

Upon reaching the washing room the 


celery is immediately placed upon a 
rack consisting of wooden slats orer a 
large trough and subjected to a spray 
of cold water to cool it and to remove 
the soil. After washing it is allowed 
to drain; then it is tied in bunches of 
twelve or more plants each, according 
to the size. The bunches are packed 
6ix in a box for iirst grade and eight 
or nine for second or third grade. 
These boxes should be practically air- 
tight, and a lining of paper should be 
placed in thorn before packing the cel- 
ery, or each bunch should be wrapped 
separately. The celery should be near- 
ly dry before it is placed in the boxes 
and throughout the entire handling 
must be kept as cool as possible. 
The 


washhouse and its surroundings should 
be kept clean and free from any de- 
composing materials. 


Sliiiuiinj; In the RouKli. 


Several of the larger eastern growers 


now follow the plan of shipping in 
the rough. By this method only about 
two-thirds as many bunches can be 
placed in a car. but the expense of 
loading is greatly reduced. The celery 
is lifted from the field, a few of the out- 
er leaves are pulled off and the root is 
trimmed roughly,after which the plants 
are tied in bunches of twelve to four- 
teen each by means of common binder 
twine. Those bunches are loaded upon 
a low wagon and hurried to the car 
before the celery has had time.to be- 
come wilted.—W. U. Bcattie.

CURING HAMS. 


Good Old Fashioned Ways of D 


Tasty Moats. 


It is none too early to be acquiring 


any information that may be useful in 
"hog killing' time. The following di- 
rections are therefore reproduced from 
the Farm Journal, which believes them 
to be "the bust rules for pork:" 


Hums and shoulders should bo cured 


| as soon as possible after the meat is 


cold all through. 
Place them on a 


board or table in tho cellar, bkin side 
down. Make a mixture in this propor- 
tion; For every hundred pounds of mo.it 
take four pounds of the best flue salt, 
two ounces of powdered sultpotor an.l 
four ounces of brown sugar. Uub this 
well into ibc hams all over and piu-b 
some into the -hock end around the 
boue. 
Itub until they will tako 1:0 


more; let them lie on tlie board and in 
u week rub in the rest Lot them lie 
for about sixteen days altogether; then 
hang them up by a string through the 
hock in a cool, clarlc smokehouse. ,

Keep up a good smoke from hickory 


chips smothered with sawdust during 
the day for two or throe days. 
Keep 


in a cool place and before spring exam- 
ine to see that no insects have depos- 
ited eggs. Dust a little cayenne pep- 
per around tho bone, wrap closely in 
brown paper, then with coarse muslin 
to tit tho ham exactly and stitch tight- 
ly. 
Give a coat of whitewash or of 


chrome yellow and hang In a cool, 
dark, dry place. 


Curlnsj In Plefcle. 


For curing them In pickle, which 


Borne prefer, though we do not, to a 
gallon of water take a pound und a 
half of salt, half a pound of sugar and 
half an ounce each of saltpeter and 
potash. In this ratio the pickle can bo 
increased to enough to cover any 
amount of pork. 
P-oil togethor until 


all dirt rises to the top and is skimmed 
off. 
When cold, pour it over tho hams 


or pork, which may be pickled In this 
way. The mcit must be well covered 
by it and should not be put down for 
at least two tlnys after killing, during 
which time it should be slightly sprin- 
kled with .saltpeter, which removes all 
tlio surface blood, leaving the meat 
fresh and clean.
